In our last issue, we copied an able article 
from the February No. of Harper's Monthly. 
Magazine, in relation fo'this, now, |popular 
movement, and whith we prefaced with, 
some observations of our own.

This might not be del- 
eterious to capitalists, but it . certainly 
would be te the strength, permanency and 
welfare of California.
